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REPORT OF ROAD COMMISSIONER . 


I have constructed 400 feet of Telford road 18 feet wide 
« through the Atwood cut on Selected road No. 1 at a cost of 

$942.14; $723.29 was paid by the state. 

The job on the Dyer road was completed at a cost of $475.25; 
$316.83 being paid by the state. 

The unselected fund of $242.20 was expended on the Cold 
River Road. 

I also expended $657.70 on the East Pittsford Road near 
Twin Bridges; $488.46 of this was paid by the state. 

I also resurfaced, regraded and finished with Tarvia top 
2 8-10 miles on road No. 1 at a cost of $11,439.04, including 
Tarvia, guard wire and posts; $9,219.40 of this was also paid 
by the state, making a total of $10,940.22 which the Town of 
Rutland has received from the state for this work.
